Nazis Trying 
Find Weakness 
In Russ Lines 


By HENRY C. CASSIDY 

MOSCOW, June 29. — (AP) — 
Probing the long, resilient Russian 
line for a weakness, the Germans 
were smashing out from Kursk, 
about 280 miles south of Moscow, 

today in a new drive presumably 
aimed at cutting the vital railway 
connecting the southern and cen- 
tral fronts. 

The new offensive—the fourth 
started by the Germans this spring 
—came as the battered and weary 
Soviet defenders of Sevastopol 
fought off a succession of Axis} 
blows at the Black Sea fortress, 
now under attack for the 25th day. 
Other Red Army units were coun- 
ter-attacking fiercely in the Khar- 
kov region and winning back some 
lost ground, front dispatches said. 

Today's mid-day Soviet communi- 
que gave no details of the fighting 
east of Kursk, saying merely that | 
during the night “in the Kursk and 
Sevastopo] directions our troops en- 
gaged the enemy in battle.” 

A supplement to the communi- 
que said the Germans z:ad opened 
25 field hospitals at Simerfopol, 
northeast of Sevastopol in the 
Crimea, to handle the large num- 
ber of wounded from Sevastopol.

It is hoped the members listened with 
understanding to the statement which 
Prime Minister King made to parliament 
on his return from the conferences at 
Washington. Mr. King is not an alarm- 
ist; and of necessity he had to use meas- 
ured language in reference to the situa- 
tion disclosed by President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill. 

The statement issued by the President 
and Mr, Churchill had to do with the ulti- 
mate outcome, not the present situation. 

When Mr. King said the Allied lead- 
ers view the position more gravely than 
ever before it must be taken that he was 
telling the simple truth, in the general 
terms which had to be employed in the 
circumstances. If the details could be 
made public, it must be supposed they 
would forbid any feeling of optimism as 
to the near future course of events. This 
is a very plain implication of the view 
taken at the conferences that the war 
may continue for “three or four’ more 
years. 

This should have a sobering reaction 
upon parliament, as it assuredly will 
upon the public. Faced by the grim real- 
ity thus dimly but sufficiently outlined, 
will members continue to waste time re- 
peating the well-known arguments why 
the Government should be denied power 
to employ the whole of the country’s 
fighting forces wherever fighting must be 
done if we are to win the war or even 
keep the enemy out of our own territory? 

Nero fiddling while Rome burned is 
the historic simile of continued obstruc- 
tion to the repeal of Section Three of the 
Mobilization Act. The plain path of 
duty for parliament is to wind up a dis- 
cussion which has ceased to be anything 
but a re-threshing of old straw, and get 
ahead with the other important business 
of the session. Less talk and more | 
action is the only course for responsible 
men who are charged with the duty of 
leading the country safely and honor- 
ably through the most critical time in 
its history. 

And—if they are concerned about 
this phase of the matter — that is the 
way the public will expect the members 
to act, now that the illusion of easy vic- 
tory has been broken, and we confront 
the stark fact that only the utmost ex- 
ertions of all the Allied countries over 
Several more years can save them from 
ruin and their peoples from slavery. | 


A Canadian First 


Hon. C. G, Power, Minister for Air, | 
raised himself in the estimation of every | 
Canadian who is capable of admiring 
courage when he Said he will vote for the 
repeal of Section Three knowing—and 
rather expecting—that this will cost him 
his seat in parliament. | 

His constituents in Quebec South gave 
an overwhelming “no” vote at the recent 
plebiscite. Mr. Power made no pretence 
that this verdict was not a clear repudi- 
ation of his known views, and refused to 
compromise those views because of the 
verdict. ‘Being a Canadian before I am 
a Quebecker, I propose to vote for this 
bill”; was his unequivocal declaration 
that national safety must take prece- 
dence over local sentiment so far as he 
is concerned. “One cannot,” he said, ‘‘be- 
lieve in a democratic system and con- 
tinue indefinitely to represent people 
with decidedly different views on an im- 
portant issue.” 

The people of Quebec South should 
ponder before they call for their member 
to resign his seat. One thing can be 
taken as certain, A recall from Quebec 
South would not take Mr. Power out of | 
the cabinet nor out of the House—except 
temporarily. He is altogether too valu- 
able a director of our air branch to be 
sacrificed at the bidding of that or any 
other constituency. And there are a 
hundred ridings elsewhere in Canada 
where he could be elected, probably by 
acclamation, should he lose the Quebec 
South seat because of his fidelity to the 
principle of majority rule. 

Should his constituents demand his 
resignation on that issue, Canada would | 
not lose its capable and courageous air 
minister, but the province of Quebec 
would lose another portfolio at Ottawa. 
It would lose more than that, for the 
recall would prove to the people in other 
provinces that Quebec is not only out of 
Step with the rest of the Dominion but 
intends to stay out of step.

To Frenchmen, permitted to 
hear and read only what the Laval censoss 
want them to hear and read, it may seem 
that the Allied cause is weakening. Laval 
counted on this feeling, and took the occa- 
sion to make his bid for their active sup- 
port of the Axis as the power under which 
they will have to live. 

He bid the limit. French prisoners of 
war, he said, will only be released from 
German prison camps if and as Frenchy 
workmen go to work in German munitions 
plants. France had no hope for the future 
except that the Fuehrer might be gra- 
cious to Frenchmen if they grovelled be- 
fore him. 

His hearers were left to infer what 
would happen to them if the conquering 
Fuehrer numbered them among the vic- 
tims of his vengeance, The Laval ingenu- 
ity apparently could detect no lower 
depths to which he might descend in his 
zea] for the degradation of his country, 

Whatever Frenchmen may think of the 
role M. Laval says Vichy is playing, the 
obvious point for the Allies is that M. 
Laval will stand a lot of watching. And 
his past will stand some investigating as 
well, There can be little doubt now that 
the wily Chief of Government is only 
waiting until he thinks French opinion 
would tolerate the tyrning over of the 
Vichy fleet to Hitler and the opening of 
French bases in Africa to Axis forces.

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By HAROLD L. WEIR 
This has been a black and dis- 
mal week, There is no use deny- 
ing that. Things have gone very 
wrong with our enterprises on 
almost every front, here has 
been a dark wave of discourage- 
ment over Britain, over Canada 

and over the United States. 
The reverses 
in Libya and 


Russia are seri- 
ous. Hitler ap- 
pears to be 


closer to the oil 
supplies of Asia 
and Asia Minor . 
than he has ever 
been before, If 
he able to 
seize and hold 
those oil 
sources, he may 
be in a position 
to continue his resistance and 
even his aggressions for another 
twenty or more years. 

It is not a cheerful prospect. 

But there are two major things 
for us to remember: 


The first is that nobody ever 
told us that this war would be a 
bed of roses. Ever since the first 
shot was fired, our public men 
have been making it very clear 
that we would encounter disap- 
pointments, setbacks, incidental 
defeats and even major disasters. 

Mr. Churchill, when he first 
took office, told us that he had 
nothing to offer us but blood and 
toil and tears and sweat. 

We didn’t take that very seri- 
ously in Canada. We insisted on 
believing it applied only to Eng- 


land, 
Applies to Us 


Well, the time has come when 
we have got to take it seriously 
in Canada. With the Japanese 
thumping away at our Pacific 
Coast and establishing northern 
bases that, in less than three 
months, may bring all this west- 
ern country within easy range of 
attack, we have got to get ready 
to contribute our full share of | 
blood and toil and tears and| 
sweat. 

Our war honeymoon is over. 
Now we're down to business. 
We're beginning to wonder, now, 
why we ever had the nerve to 
think that it couldn't happen 
here. 

The truth js that we are not 
getting any more ill-luck and 
military upsets than intelligent 
people fully expected and our 
wisest leaders plainly foretold. 

And what is more, it is going 
to look a great deal darker, in| 
many respects and upon many 
occasions, before we can plainly 
see the dawn of peace. 

These reverses, from the very 
beginning, were part of the pat- 
tern of our war, In that respect, 
we can still say that the conflict 
is going strictly according to 
schedule. 

That is the first thing for us to 
remember. 


Weaknesses 


The second thing for us to re-| 
member is that our reverses are | 
due to some weakness in our- 
selves, Somebody js falling short, 
somewhere. 

Now that certainly doesn’t 
mean that we have got to find a 
Scapegoat, There is no use-damn- 
ing’ Mr. Churchill, or damning 
the generals, or damning the 
politicians, or damning the trans- 
port officials—unless we can de- 
finitely put our finger on some) 
positive and inexcusable weak- | 
ness. 

If we can find our weakness, | 
we have got to get rid of it.

No Hue and Cry 

What I am getting at is this: 

Let us not dissipate our ener- 
gies by joining in any senseless | 
clamor for somebody's scalp just 
to ease our feelings, 

Perhaps, after all, the ones 
who are not making a satisfac- 
tory effort are ourselves, 

Nevertheless, while the dis- 
covery of our weakness should 
be left to those in authority, the 
public cannot pretend to be con- 
tent with the present situation. 

It is said that we were out- 
manoeuvred at Tobruk and in 
Egypt. Why should we be out-’ 
manoeuvred? It js said that we 


had not enough men. Why should 
we not have enough men at To- 
bruk when England is crammed 
to the guards with trained sol- 
diers and our leaders in Ottawa 
keep telling us that conscription 
is not necessary in Canada? 

If we have all the mén we 
need, where were 
when Tobruk was falling? 

One of the disturbing conse- 
quences of the fall of Tobruk 
and the march into Egypt is the 
probable effect on the people of 
India, Once the masses of India 
are made to feel that Britain can- 
not protect her possessions, such 
leaders as the fanatic Gandhi are 
immeasurably strengthened. 


Prestige Lost 


There has been a series of oc- 
currences that have thus weak- 
ened our prestige in India, In- 
deed every unfortunate operation 
in the Pacific has had unhappy 
repercussions there. 

Thus, there might be grouped 
together, Singapore and India, 
Malaya and India, Burma and 
India, Hong Kong and India and 
now—Tobruk and India, 

It is this sort of gradual wear- 
ing down of our prestige that 
enables Gandhi to threaten some 
new operation calculated to em- 
barrass the British, 

Gandhi made this vague threat 
some days ago. On Tuesday of 
this week, he revealed what his 
new operation would be. He pro- 
poses to instruct his followers to 
accost foreigners at roadsides, 
Street corners and other public 
piages and politely request them 

leave India, 

That, of course, is one way of 
defeating the Japs, Doubtless our 
little brown brothers, being 
paragons of politeness, would not 
dream of invading India unless 
Mr. Gandhi sent them an engrav- 
ed invitation worded in the third 
person. 

This threat of Gandhi's, of 
course, is sheer childishness, But 
One must not forget that it is 
fools, not villains, that lose wars. 


Censorship 


And while we are on the sub- 
ject of public discontent, ig is 
impossible to pass over the wide- 
spread dissatisfaction with the 
kind of stuff that is released 
through the censors. 

One can understand in a way, 
I suppose, why the news services 
had to keep quiet for a week 
about operations in the Aleutian 
Islands and still keep significant 
silence about what is going on 
there. There may be, although I 
cannot always see it, some justi- 
fication for the suppression of 
news. There are several dead, 
significantly dead, spots in the 
news right now, 

But when our own propaganda 
agencies pass out stories that 
simply insult the intelligence, it | 
is time for a pisiea 

We were to 
for instance that a convoy had | 
got through to Tobruk carrying | 
essential equipment. 

It is hard to believe that, For 
if that equipment had been re- 
eeived in Tobruk, jour British 
soldiers Would not have laid down} 
their arms, It takes a pretty | 
tough situation to make a Brit-| 
ish soldier quit. 

Why, then, that preposterous | 
story about the successful con- 
voy? 

Another story was permitted to 
make the news wires early in the 
week about the Russians killing, | 
disabling or capturing ten mil- 
lion Germans in the first year of 
the Russo-German war.

Nevertheless, once our Cana- 
dian armies actually get into ac- 
tion, as sooner or later they must 
do, where are we going to get 
our reinforcements without con- 
scription? 

It may be true that voluntary 
enlistment is securing enough 
men for immediate purposes, But 
just now we have only enough 
men to supply three weeks’ re- 
inforcements to our armies in 
Britain, once they are in heavy 
action, 


Not Enough 


The machinery of voluntary 
enlistment is not good enough to 
provide support for our present 
armies. To reply on that ram- 
shackle method in an emergency 
is merely to connive, criminal- 
ly, at their destruction. 

To put off conscription, for the 
sake of political appeasement, is 
to let our Canadian armies down. 

Moreover, it is all very well to 
talk about reserving our man- 
power for war production, But 
of what use is high production if 
there are not enough men in the 
field to use it—as was alleged to 
have been the case at Tobruk? 

We have got to have a large 
enough force in Canada to pro- 
tect Canada. That is fundament- 
al. But we have also got to have 
a large enough force of trained 
men in Canada to support our 
armies overseas in case Of an at- 
tack on the continent, 

Only total conscription can se- 
cure adequate forces for these 
purposes, 

Under these circumstances, to 
object to overseas conscription is 
not Canadian patriotism or any-

Re-Establishment

FREE PRESS. 

The land settlement plans 
with regard to re-establishment 
appear to bulk largest in the 
public mind but the speech of 
the Hon. Mr. Mackenzie before 
the committee on reconstruction 
and re-establishment covers 
more ground than that. More- 
over. it comes as something of a 
shock to learn that that ground 
has need of being covered now 
since, from the beginning of this 
war to the end of December, 
1941, 41,370 have been discharged 
into civi] life. Of these 35,776 
have been discharged from the 
army, 4,057 from the R.C.A.F., 
and 1,537 from the R.C.N.S. Of 
the discharges from the Army, 93 
per cent had had service in Can- 
ada only; 56 per cent of these had 
less than six months service in 
the force altogether. Now what- 
ever else this record may show, 
| it certainly indicates that the 
medical services which pissed 
these men should be jacked up. 
However, that still leaves the 
dominion to some degree respon- 
sible for these men whom it en- 
listed. 

It is to meet this that 
Minister has been authorized to 
pay subsistence allowances to 
discharged men and women:

Canada Sets The Pace In War Propaganda Films

OTTAWA,.—In a war in which 
propaganda is a weapon, Canada 
has set the pace in propaganda 
films. Most Canadians are en- 
tirely unaware of this, and they 
are only discovering it now be- 
cause U. S. movie critics have 
begun to discover it. Hollywood, 
with its eye on movie develop- 
ments the world over, recognized 
the work being done by the Na- 
tional Film Board of Canada last 
year when an Academy Award 
was given to the Canadian docu- 
mentary film entitled “Chur- 
chjll’s Island.” 

Founded just before the war 
broke out in 1939, the National 
Film Board is now making more 
than 100 short films annually and 
they are seen on movie screens 
in Canada, in the United States, 
in South America, in Britain and 
Australia, The purpose of films 
made by the board is not to 
glorify Canada, in the manner in| 
which German documentary | 
films glorify the Nazi system, | 
They are produced to give an|

makers have a lush field from

“Churchill's Island” 


Hollywood's “Oscar” for the 
best documentary film of 1941 
was won by a short film that cost 
only $4,990.15. The figure was 
disclosed the other day when the 
question came up in Parliament. 
“Churchill's Island” was an ac- 
count of England under the blitz- 
krieg. It showed England ag the 
war broke, it showed the Ger- 
man air attack of 1940 and the 
war preparations of the Nazis 
that made it possible and it 
showed how the English stood 
up to it. That is all history now, 
and the Canadian documentary 
rarely deals with history. An in- 
teresting detail just revealed is 
that of its total length of 1,924 
feet, 957 feet were taken in Eng- 
land, 762 feat came from films 
seized from the Germans, and 
205 feet were taken in Canada.

The surprising 
hing is the amount of film of 
actual war scenes available for a 
picture of this kind, including the 
shooting of prisoners by the 
Japanese, 

Films of the Grierson type con- 


tain no whimsy, no soft tones and 
little, if any, make-believe, They 
bring a new punch to the screen 
that only the free minds of free 
pecple can absorb, Take a pre- 
vious World in Action film ene 
titled ‘This is Blitz.” The New 
York Times described it: “Here, 
within a few minutes, is given a 
graphic, dynamic description of 
the way the Nazi blitzkrieg 
strikes—a grim, realistic illustra- 
tion, taken directly from official 
German army films. 

No punches are pulled in this 
sequence, the audience is given 
to understand that the enemy is 
tough. But then the second halt 
of the picture shows the methods 
the British and the Canadians 
have devised to oppose blitz war- 
fare—the instruction of troops as 
combat teams. One takes away 
from the picture a respect for the 
enemy's might, but also a deeper 
confidence in the ability of our 
own side to smack it down, How 
much more effective is a picture 
lof this sort in building morale 
than a vocal-pictorial explana- 
jtlon of the forging of a bomber 
‘Or a tank!”
